The ordinance requires tho boat to

make her first trip at 4 a. in , and to do
this the families of the engineer and
other members of the crew would be
compelled to get up at 3 a. m. to have
breakfast in time for the boat to mako
the first trip at the hour stated. This
they refuBO to do, and as a result tho
boat is without a crew to-da- y.

Captain Power say that not over half a
dozen people ever cross earlier than 0 or
half-pa- st G o'clock in tho morning, and
that these can be ferried by skill. He is
willing to start tho boat ut 0 a. m. and
run till 7 p. m,, remaining at each land-

ing ten minutes every trip, but he says
there is no necessity at all for commenc-
ing at an earlier hour.

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KENTUCKY CROPS.

Monthly Report of the State Com-

missioner of Agriculture

Mr. Charles Y. Wilson, Stale Commis-

sioner of Agriculture, in his inouthly re-

port for April says:
We have reports from 87 comities, giving

detullsot cropstoabout thoSITihof April. Tho
rchhou Is guutrally Iroin ten to fllteeu days
oailler than usual, and ciopsot all kinds, that
are In .season, nro well advauced. Farmers are
well up with work. Com Is mostly planted.
Forward wlicutls headlngout. Meadows aud
pastures generally look well. Gardens are
well advanced, block, Ironi the eflects of tho
unusual open and plwunut winter, aro In good
condition. Tlio rainfall lias been remarkably
light and rain is neededbadly In many secilout.
of the State. The recoutsliowers have not been
general over the State. Bprlngsown clover,
aud other grasses, and oats, ate, In innuy sec-

tions, very seriously damaged ; at the same
time tho State average Is above the usual
standard.

The Increase of population, clearing new
In nil'), and the redemption of nbaudonud
fields, ts every year adding to luo area of till-

able soil. The Increase of one or more crops
correspondingly reduces others. This year
tho Increase seems to have gone to wheal
corn, lints aud tho dltldrcnt grasses. Ken-
tucky being well adapted to their giowth, aud
being ouo ol tho leading States for line stock,
this is regarded asamove iu the right direc-
tion.

It can not bo too often lepeated that scrub
stock fliould be abandoned and the bettor
breeds substituted.

Tohacco. It is yet too early to determine
with any accuracy tho probable extent of this
crop. The number of pluntbeds sown Indi-

cates nt least the usual crop. Complaint Is
made that many bads have been destroyed by
dry weather aud Insects. Tho extent of the
tho crop w,ll depend entirely upon the lutuie
weather condition0. I hope by July flist to
give with reasonably accuracy the acreage,
compared with I8;8. I b g to uryo upon to
bacco planters a reasonable curtailment ol
production; by doing this they can make a
better quality and obtain fully as much money
for the crop as they would for a larger crop at
le.-- s prices.

Corn. Tho ncrnge In corn will bo fully up
to thntef 1888; planting will average teu days
to two weeks earlterthnn usual, 'ihe piesent
prospects for u largo croparo very favorable.

Wheat. Tho pto'pecl has never, In my
recollection, been better than now lor a li rge
crop of Wheat. It Is now heading In many
places, Is well stalked, and gieeu and vigor-
ous.

Oats.-Th- is spring crop. In many partof
the Btate, has sulloieJ for want ol rains. In
sections of drought and on high.lhtu soil, this
crop Is looking very badly; on the lower
moist lands tho crop Is erv flue.

Kye. Tho ciop was very p'omlslng Inst fall
throughout the State, bu in sections wheie
the drought prevailed has bseu seriously li --

Jured.
Fruit Tho promise lor an abuiulaut sup-

ply of all kinds of fruit grown In this Suite
is vcy encouraging. .uonif of the earlier
fruits wele li Juteu by frnt, but at this wilt
ing the prospect Is excellent.
